It is very 
different in the East and so far as pig 
iron is concerned, in the South, and 
notably Virgiuia.

brother of the plaintiff, at his office 
in ^New York city, about a year ago, 
and

through 
the 
fraudu- 


lent representation of his agent. Rev. 
E. T. Guth, a former Baptist preacher, 
and Charles Wetmore, a Kew York 
capitalist and lawyer, had induced the 
defendant, tog-ether with his brothers, 
to place in a consolidation of iron 
min'incr companies their properties on 
the Mesaba range. 


The jury decided that the evidence 


showed that the representations of 
Rockefeller and his agent as to the 
solvency of the Gogebic and Cuban 
mines, which were put in by them and 
their friends, were false, and made 
with the intent to defraud the Mer- 
ritts. 


The case was fought for ten day>, 


and experts from Cuba to California, 
and from Duluth to Alabama, testified. 
Rockefeller himself refused to come, 
and his only evidence was by deposi- 
tion.

surprising things were It discreet to 
do so. The facts which I am about to 
relate to you to-night were kept secret 
by me during the Emperor's lifetime be- 
cause I gave him -.ny promise that they 
should be, but 1 do not think that there 
can be any harm now In my telling 
the remarkable part which I played. 


You must know, then, that at the 


time of the treaty of Tilsit I was a 
simple lieutenant In the Tenth Hus- 
sars, without money or Interest. It is 
true that my appearance and my gal- 
lantry were In my favor, and that J 
had already won a reputation as being 
one of the best swordsmen in the 
army, but among the host of brave 
men who surrounded the Emperor it 
needed more than this to Insure a rapid 
career. I was confident, however, that 
my chance would come, though.I never 
dreamed that It would take BO remark- 
able a form.

"But the Emperor does not know or 


my existence, Colonel," I 
repeated. 


"Why should he send for me?" 


"Well, that's Just what puzzles me, 


cried Lasalle, twirling his mustache. 
"If he wanted the help of a brav« 
man, why should he descend to one of 
my lieutenants, when he might have 
found all that he needed at the head 
of the regiment.- However," he added, 
clapping me upon the shoulder again In 
his hearty fashion, "every man has his 
chance. I have had mine, otherwise I 
should not be colonel of the Tenth. I 
must not grudge you yours. 
Forward, 


my boy. and may It be the first step 
toward changing your busby for a 
cocked hat." 
. It was but 2 o'clock, so he left me, 
promising to come back and to accom- 
pany me to the palace. My faith, what 
a time I passed, and how many conjec- 
tures did I make as to what It was 
which the Emperor could want of met 
I paced up and down my little room, in 
a fever of anticipation. 
Sometimes J 


thought that perhaps he had heard of 
the guns which we had taken at Aus- 
terlltz, but then there were BO many 
who had taken guns at Atisterlttz, and 
two years had passed since the battle. 
Or It might be that he wished to re- 
ward me for my affair with the ald- 
de-camp of the Russian Emperor. 
But 


hen, 
again, a cold fit would seize me. 


and I would fancy that he had sent for 
me to reprimand me. There were a 
few duels which he might have taken 
n 111 part, and there were one or two 
Ittle Jokes in Paris since the peace. 
But no! I considered the words of La- 
Balle. "If he had need of a brave man," 
said Lasalle. It was obvious that my 
colonel had some idea of what was in 
Jie wind. If he had not known that It 
was to my advantage he would not 
have been so cruel as to congratulate 
me. My heart glowed with Joy as this 
conviction grew upon me, and I sat 
down to write to my mother and to tell 
her that the Emperor was waiting at 
that very moment to have my opinion 
upon a matter of Importance. It made 
me smile as I wrote It to think that, 
wonderful as It appeared to me, It 
would 
probably only 
confirm 
my 


mother In her opinion of the Emperor's 
good sense. 


At half pasl three I heard a sabre 


come clanking against every step of 
my wooden stair. It was Lasalle. and 
with him was a little gentleman very 
neatly dressed In black, with dapper 
ruffles and cuffs. 
We did not know 


nany civilians, we of the army, but 
rry word, thl« was one whom we could 
not afford to Ignore! 
I had only to 


glance at those twinkling eyes, the 
comical upturned nose, and the straight 
precise mouth to know that I was in^ 
the presence of th~ one man In France' 
whom even the Emperor had to con- 
sider.

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 14.—Senator 


Lindsay made his opening 
address 


on 
the 
currency 
question 
here 


Thursday ni<Tht. For an hour and a 
half he spoke'with great earnestness, 
coming out flatly for a gold standard. 


There was a crowded house to greet 


the junior senato'r and he was enthusi- 
astically received. 
His sentiments 


•were loudly cheered. It was a great 
meeting- for sound currency, special 
trains bringing in hundreds of peoplo 
from a distance. Senator Blackburn's 
friends announce he will be on hand 
Friday night to reply to Lindsay's 
speech, and a roaster is expected. 


, Senator Lindsay dealt generally with 
the question at first, but he soon 
brought forth the facts and figures to 
prove his assertions. In the course oi 
his speech he said: 


"The discontinuance of silver coin- 


age by the world at large in the years 
between 1S70 and 1874 may or may not 
have been a crime, but if it was owners 
and miners of bullion alone of all 
America made immediate profit out of 
the change. Whoever else may have 
been deceived the silver miners of 1873 
were not, aad if it be true that the 
country at large was defrauded the 
miners of and dealers in silver bullion 
of- that day were the direct beneficiar- 
ies of the fraud." 


: "Can it be possible," asked the speak- 
er, "that Senator Jones and those who 
follow him believe seriously that the 
mints of the United States can raise 
the value of all the silver in the world 
nearly 300 per cent.? But if it can be 
done,"and we should succeed in doing 
it, the 423.003,000 of legal tender silver 
dollars now in circulation in the Unit- 
ed States, and owned by the people of 
the United States, would not h*ve a 
single cent added to their practical 
money value. 


"If by some magical influence of an 


act of coneress the mercantile value 
silver can" be increased from sixty- 
seven cents to Sl-29 per ounce, then we 
may double the value of thousands of 
millions of silver held in India, Mexico 
and other countries. 
No American 


would share in the benefits of this 
miraculous increase^m the mercantile 
value of silver except mine owners and 
speculators." 
, 


He then launched into a review of 


the country's financial history before 
1S72. Continuing, he said: 


"That which was true in 1S73 is true 


to-day, and if we shall now, after 
abandoning free coinage of silver for 
twenty-three years, determine to re- 
sume our ancient policy, we can suc- 
cessfully do so only by inquiring into 
the market price of gold and silver in 
the countries'with which we are to be 
principally 
connected in commerce, 


and treat the proportions between the 
two metals as a mercantile problem.

action of the world, and nothing short 
of the joint action of the business

sioned several months ago by tbe war 
department to make all the investiga- 
tions in regard to the proposed ship 
canal across the stale, connecting Lake 
Erie and tbe Ohio river. 
He entered 


upon the work last November and since 
that time has been very busy directing 
surveys and conducting various inves- 
tigations. 
All the work'has been un- 


der bis supervision. 
A careful compar- 


ison of the advantages of all the differ- 
ent routes proposed, also the commer- 
cial advantages of the territory adja- 
cent to the various routes has been 
made. His report will be made to the 
next congrsss and will be quite a vol- 
uminous work. Just what route he 
will see fit to recommend is not known. 
He is positive tbat the canal will be 
built some day when, the government 
sees the advantages to be derived from 
such an undertaking. He thinks the 
people are in earnest in demanding 
such a canal. 


The lieutenant is a gentleman of 


much learning and culture and his 
original investigations and final reco- 
mendation will have much weight with 
congress and tbe war department 


He is greatly aided in his work by 


Colonel Bachtell, who is more familiar 
with the different canal systems of the 
state than is any other man connected 
with the public works. 
The Colonel 


knows perfectly tbe lay of the land 
through which the canals pass. He is 
enthusiastic in his recommendation of 
the Sandusky -Portsmouth route, and 
thinks the commercial advantages to 
be derived from this route will compare 
favorably with those of any other. Mr. 
Wallace is also in favor of the same 
route. For the last few years he has been 
paying considerable attention to the 
question of a ship canal from the lake 
to the river. His investigations have 
been carried on very systematically 
and laying all prejudices aside be is of 
the opinion that the canal, when built, 
as he feels sure it will be, will follow 
the present route of the Ohio canal.
